We are still not quite comfortable with the overall concept of Momentum aka non programmatic Savings for
meeting Washington’s 1937 reporting.
o We have concerns with:
= Possible reduction in cost-effective conservation activities and programs based on
undocumented savings
= Possible duplication of reported Momentum Savings with the savings now reported by NEEA
and utility sponsored programs

Specifically concerns on the Allocation and Reporting:

o Washington 1937 utilities would need qualified documentation and methodology on how the amount of
Momentum Savings was determined

o Washington 1937 utilities would need an allocation report from BPA by May 1** and no later than May
15" for the previous calendar year to meet our 1937 reporting requirement by June 1%

o Has the Washington Department of Commerce agreed that Momentum Savings meets the intent of
Revised Code of Washington (RC) 19.2857?

o Has there been any communications with the Washington State Auditor (SAO) or has a third party SME
reviewed the methodology that could be shared?
